In fitting the ground for a lawn care should be 
taken to have the work properly done throughout, 
as in that condition it will last for years; but if 
slighted in the beginning it will be a constant source 
of annoyance and expense. The soil should be 
thoroughly harrowed or raked to reduce to as fine a 
condition as possible, as well as to level it, as noth- 
ing detracts so much from the appearance of a lawn 
as an uneven surface.
